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Hurley. A small village about one and a half miles 
from Marlow, picturesquely situated on the banks of the 
River Thames. In the vicinity is Ladye Place, now in ruins, 
formerly the site of an old Benedictine Priory, founded 
in 1086. The beautiful country of the mid-Thames valley 
is here seen to perfection. 
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
